Mr. Roosevelt on NRA and other re- 
covery policies. ot, 
Simultaneously, Clay Williams, 
wealthy 50-year-old industrialist, was 
chosen to head the national industria! 
recovery board now vested with all the 


business-bossing powers once wielded | 


by Hugh 8. Johnson. 
Roosevelt in Charge. 

Over both groups—policy making 
and executive—Mr. Roosevelt tight- 
ened reins of personal supervision in 
guiding NRA toward next winters 
legislative gantlet. 

Richberg’s assurance to industry 
that no sudden upheavals need be 
expected was given at a crowded press 
conference called, he said, to avoid 
“misunderstanding and misinterpreta- 


tion“ of the relationships between his 
- emergency industrial committee and 


the new NRA board. 

“The mogt im ant service at the 
present time in NRA,” he said, is to 
provide continuing assurance against 
sudden or sweeping changes of policy, 
assurance of deliberative action and 
full discussion and an opportunity for 
those involved to be heard. The ab- 
sence of sweeping changes applies to 
personnel as well as anything else.’ 

Then Richberg, speaking emphat- 
ically as the reporters pressed closer 
to his desk, added: 

“The president will decide the pol- 
icles. Our committee couldn't veto a 
decision by the industrial recovery 
board, but I would say the president, 
through our committee, could.” 

ands Off New rae 

With a smile, Richberg said his in- 
dustrial committee will make the rec- 
emmendations as to the course of 
NRA directly to the president, but 
“will include very little advice to 
the new board itself.” 

The suddenness of the creation of 
new NRA administrative board 
evidenced Mr. Roosevelt's desire for 
pressing his reorganization plans. Sid- 
ney Hillman and Leon Marshall, the 
two labor members, were the only ones 
in the city today except for the ex- 
officio ir—Blackwell Smith, NRA 
legal * and Leon Henderson, 
economic advisor.

Secretary Ickes To Launch 
PWA Housing Projects Today 


Dynamite, detonated by Secretary 
of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's public works admin- 


istrator, today will officially launch 
in Atlanta one of the major projects 
of the New Deal. 

Secretary Ickes, who will arrive at 
Peachtree station at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning, less than an hour after his 
arrival will throw the switch at At- 
lanta University which will officially 
inaugurate the PWA $150,000,000 
low-cost housing and slum clearance 
project there. Shortly after, he will 
repeat the ceremonies at Techwood, 
setting in motion first actual work in 
the gigantic program undertaken by 
the government to provide better 
homes at low cost for hundreds of 
thousands of citizens who now are liv- 
ing in slums, 

Secretary Ickes, who will he ac- 
companied by Colonel Horatio B. 
Hackett, director of housing: Tudor 
Morsell, chief of land acquisition, and 
M. W. Straus, director of public re- 
lations of PWA, will be met at the 
station by a group of leading At- 
lantans, who will escort the party to 
their hotel. 

The government's project to supply 
better homes at low cost will official- 
ly be inaugurated at 9:20 o'clock this 
morning, when Secretary Ickes will 
throw a switch on the Atlanta Uni- 
versity project which will dynamite a 
slum building in the area. He will 
deliver a brief address on the campus

PRITICS REBUKED. 
BY RESERVE BOARD 


Advisory Council’s De- 
mands Draw Stern Re- 
fusal by Bank Chieftains 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(4)— 
The federal reserve board, caustically | 
replying to a demand by the federal 


advisory council for a return to the 
gold standard, a balanced budget and 
an end of monetary experimentation, 
today told the council that such ak- 
fairs were none of its business. 

The advisory council's call for sta- 
bilization” caused no end of stir in 
the capital. The group consists of 12 
men chosen by the directors of the 
reserve banks to act in an advisory 
capacity. The council is generally as- 
sumed to reflect the opinions of the 


ank. 

J. J. Thomas, acting governor of 
the reserve board, lost no time in 
returning the couneil's statement to 
Walter Lichtenstein, the council's sec- 
retary, in Chicago. Along with it went 
a resolution setting forth the board's 
opinion that neither the council nor 
the board itself was delegated to delve 
into these matters. 

The acting governor told reporters, 
that receipt of the council's state-| 
ment Wednesday was a complete sur- 
prise. These subjects, he said. had not 
even been discussed with the board | 
when the council met here September 
17 and 18. 

The council's sole representations at 
the meeting, Thomas said, were reso- 
lutions urging accelleration of direct 
loans ot industry, stricter entrance 
requirements for the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation and other such 
matters. 

Instead, in a statement released by 
Lichtenstein yesterday in Chicago, the 
council had little to say of these 
questions but gave its opinions on 
dollar stabilization and the relation- 
of the gold standard to pros-

New Notice Is Served 
That U. S. Efforts Must 
Be Supplementary. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—()— 
The Roosevelt administration served 
new notice on the country today that 
federal relief efforts were designed to 
be supplementary and that the states 
and municipalities must carry a great- 
er load. 

To 500 social workers and civic lead- 
ers, assembled on the White House 
lawn for the opening of the 1934 con- 
ference on the mobilization for human 
needs, President Roosevelt repeated 
his declaration at last year's meeting 
that only after all other resources 
prove insufficient should the federal 


government “add its resources te the 
common cause.” 
Tired of “Alibis.” 

Harry L. Hopkins, relief adminis- 
trator, later told a conference luncheon 
that he was tired of alibis.“ He 
warned those states not co-operating 
that they face withdrawal of federal 
relief. Community Chest drives were 
pointed out by Hopkins as a relief 
fund source, 

The president, Hopkins and Newton 
D. Baker, former secretary of war, 
and chairman of the mobilization, 
gave separate views on how long it 
would be before private agencies could 
take over the relief burden. 

.“A unity of effort a little while long- 
er.“ the president said from the south 
balcony of the White House, “will, 
I'm confident, bring national success 
to our nationally unified efforts to 
bring Old Man Depression to the 
point where we can finally master 
and destroy him.“ 

Baker Wants Shift. 

Baker asserted in reply that good 
local administration had averted “dan- 
gers attendant to federal relief. He 
said it was his “eager hope, as we 
know it is yours, that soon the entire 
burden of relief may be returned to 
local shoulders.” 

Hopkins recalled that there were 
17,000,000 persons dependent on re- 
lief in July, but did not predict the 
time when the government could with- 
draw its funds. 

But, he added, “it isn’t going to be 
as bad this winter as I had thought.” 

A little later, growing vehement in 
colloquial language, Hopkins assailed 
states not co-operating with the relief 
administration. 

I'm tired of hearing alibis,” he 
said. “I'm thoroughly fed up on states 
and cities passing the buck to us, I'm 
beginning to think that in some states 
we had better move right in again. 

“If you don't give two whoops about 
them—as I am beginning to believe,

OPEN CAMPAIGNS 


Bulldogs Battle Stetson; 
Other Southern Teams 
To See Action.

With the attendant pyrotechnics of 
blaring bands, parades and gyrating 
cheer leaders, southern football today 
joins the remainder of the nation in 
a general start on the 1934 schedules. 

Interest in Georgia centers largely 
in Athens, where Georgia's team, con- 
sidered the best one since 1927, meets 
Stetson in a trial game; and in At- 
lanta where the Engineers, of Geor- 
gia Tech, improved over 1933, meet 
a fighting Clemson team. 

These are the chief centers of en- 
thusiasm but at Macon the Mercer 
Bears will be having a torrid after- 
noon with the Presbyterian Blue 


Stockings from Clinton, 8. C.: and 
over at Auburn, Ala., the Oglethorpe 
Petrels, from Atlanta, are meeting the 
Auburn Tigers in what is expected 
to be a close game. 

The kickoffs are set for 2:30 o'clock. 
the eastern time centers of Athens 
and Macon kindly starting their games 
at 3:30 o’clock which is 2:30 in any 
central standard time clock. 

Both Georgia and Georgia Tech are 
expected to win. Little is known of 
the Stetson eleven but it is reported 
to be unusually strong for a small 
college and is well coached. Clemson 
won last week from Presbyterian, scor- 
ing six points to none, but Tech is 
the stronger. 

Both Georgia and Tech are farther 
advanced as to offense than usual at 
this time of the season and as a 
consequence touchdowns should be 
plentiful enough to make the after- 
noon replete with exciting runs, ex- 
cellent passes and other thrills of an 
advance down the field. 

Other southern institutions are net 
rated as heavily on the favorite .side. 
of the ledger as are Tech and Geor- 


gia. 

Vanderbilt, tied last year at 7 and 
7 by Mississippi State, is expecting 
another hard battle at Nashville, But 
the Commodores, heavier and more ex- 
perienced, should k able to win by a 
margin wide enongh to remove any 
doubt as to the respective merits of 
the teams. The Commodores are rat- 
ed as one of the four better teams in 
the pre-season forecastings in Dixie. 

At Lexington, Ky., where Chet 
Wynne, for four years head coach at 
Auburn, is starting his first Kentucky 
team, there is grave danger for him 
and for Washington and Lee’s Gen- 
erals. This one is impossible to 
forecast but in the writer's opinion 
Kentucky should scrape through by 
a point or so. 

Louisiana State, another highly- 
regarded title contender in Dixie, 
meets Rice Institute from Texas and 
this game is another which is sure 
to be close with the Tigers from 
Baton Rouge slight favorites. Huey 
Long may make a law to help them.

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OCEAN MAIL RATES 
CALLED EXCESSIVE

Air Commission Told. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(4)— 
Testimony that the government is pay- 
ing ocean mail rates ten times higher 
than those advocated’ by the Interna- 
tional Postal Convention was. given 
today to President Roosevelt's avia- | 
tion commission, 

John E. Lamiell, director. of the 


international postal service in the 
post office department, testified the 
government paid $31,000,000 during 
the last fiscal year for trans~ortation 
of trans-ocean mail. 

He said the same service under the 
rates of the International Postal Con- 
vention would have cost approximate- 
ly $3,000,000. 

Lamiell said the rate system was 
“a subsidy to help build up the Amer- 
ican merchant marine.” 

In spite of the subsidy, he said 
more than half of America’s first 
class ocean mail @s carried by for- 
eign ships because they are more nu- 
merous and offer faster service. 

Lamiell told the committee that 
$12 per mile was the maximum rate 
allowed ships carrying the mails 
under the acts of congress. : 

“Do you not pay the maximum in 
all cases?” asked Dr. Jerome C. Hun- 
member of the aviation com- 
mission. 

“Excepting in one or two instances, 
yes,” Lamiell replied. 

He told the committee that in most 
instances only one ship line had bid 
for each of the 40-odd ocean mail con- 
tracts now in existence. 

The competition on price was more 


Lamiell said he preferred not to 
answer that question because the 
post office department next Monday 
is to open hearings into the ocean 
mail situation. 

The postal official said ship-to-shore 
air mail service had reduced the At- 
lantic crossing by one day on the 
two ships employing it.

Additional textile mills are expect- 
ed to reopen in Georgia Monday, fol- 


lowing the termination of the gen- 
eral textile strikes, as 128 of the 
state’s 157 mills closed for the week- 


end Friday. 


According to a statement by T. M. 
Forbes, secretary of the Cotton Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of Georgia, 40 
additional mills reopened this week 
following the ending of the strike, 
bringing the total number of mills 
in operation to 128. 

“This leaves 15 mille with 284,612 
spindles still closed as a result of 
the strike, though several of these 
have indicated that plans are being 
made to reopen Monday,” said Mr. 
Forbes. Other mills, he added, have 
announced that they will remain 
closed indefinitely.

German Home Searched.

But it was probably Colonel Lind- 
bergh himself, after viewing Haupt- 
mann yesterday, who gave the latest 
description of him as stoop-shouldered.

RECKLESS PEDESTRIANS 
In connection with the observ- 
ance of “pedestrian safety week“ 
fn Oakland, Cal., under the spon-

traffic officers are stationed, there 
is seldom any violation of the ordi- 
nance against “jay-walking,” but 
elsewhere there is generally to be 
seen a steady stream of pedestrians 
crossing against red lights, seem- 
ingly indifferent to the danger in- 
curred by crossing the path of auto- 
mobiles having the right-of-way. 

Much of the vehicular congestion 
on Atlanta’s streets is caused by 
the interruption by pedestrians of 
the smooth flow of traffic. When 
one car has to stop to allow a 
reckless walker to get out of the 
way, it means, in most instances, a 
jam in which numerous other cars 
will have to be brought to a hault. 

The jay-walker is a nuisance to 
other pedestrians and a serious 
threat to autoists operating their 
cars in keeping with the traffic or- 
dinances. All law-abiding citizens 
should co-operate with the police 
in the endeavor to put an end to 
a type of law defiance by a small 
per cent of the users of the streets 
that creates danger to all.

The organization will be able to 
function better with the separation 
of its two chief activities—the fram- 
ing of the policies controlling the 
government’s relation to business, 
and the application of these poli- 
cies—with the two divisions under 
separate boards. Under the new 
set-up the administrative board will 
not be handicapped by the neces- 
sity of evolving new policies or 
solving policy problems. Likewise 
the board charged with the handling 
of questions of policy will not be 
handicapped by administrative de- 
tails. 

Those named as members of the 
two boards are thoroughly familiar 
with the duties they will be called 
on to discharge, most of them be- 
ing veterans in public service, Es- 
pecially is this true of the mem- 
bers of the administrative board, 
all of whom have had NRA expe- 
rience. 

Labor has already made known 
its approval of the change in the 
NRA set-up, but business will prob- 
ably withhold its decision until the 
new boards have begun to func- 
tion and their policies have been 
clearly defined. 

The new method of control 
should cause the NRA to function 
more smoothly and efficiently.

There are many medicines I'd rath- 
er take than beer, wine or liquor, 
for the flavor. But I’m not prejudic- 
ed against alcoholic beverages. I be- 
lieve, though, that they should be 
restricted in use. It is a deplorable 
thing that the present alcoholic prop- 
aganda makes these harmful bever- 
ages available to children everywhere. 
I can understand how unmarried per- 
sons or even married persons who 
don't believe in having children to in- 
terfere with their pleasures are indif- 
ferent about this, but I can’t under- 
stand how parents, especially parents 
of young children, can regard the de- 
generation of public morals with 
equanimity. 

_I voted many times as à prohidbi- 
tionist. But I voted most cordially for 
repeal of prohibition. Of the two evils 
I prefer drunkenness. Nothing is so 
repulsive as righteous graft and 
chicanery. Especially when it is en- 
gineered and nurtured from the sanc- 
tuary of the church. 

Properly used, all alcoholic _ ber- 
erages, of whatever strength or type, 
should be dispensed only on prescrip- 
tion of a physician. And any physi- 
cian who so far forgot his Hippokratic 
oath and the honor of his profession 
as to sell booze prescriptions or give 
them in bad faith should be A 
by long imprisonment at hard labor 
for his offense is heinous. 

An individual can utilize oxidize, 
convert into heat or energy only a 
limited quantity of alcohol in a day. 
It is impossible to say precisely how 
much, but probebly little over 11-4 
or 11-2 ounces and in many cases 
not over 1-2 ounce. When an individ- 
ual takes more alcohol than his meta- 
bolism can utilize or burn to produce 
heat or energy, the excess is promptly 
eliminated largely through the lungs, 
as aldehyde or alcohol.

PARITY The farmers have been howling (with justification) 
about the disparity between the price of things they sell

The university project, located near 
Atlanta University and Spelman col- 
lege, and for which the government 
has allotted $2,100,000 through the 
PWA, will consist of two and three- 
story buildings containing 617 apart- 
ment units which will rent for a maxi- 
mum of $5.50 per month per room,

It should be ob- 
vious. that this committee is not in- 
tended to direct the operations of any 
of the departments or agencies repre- 
sented on the committee, but to serve 
as a means of co-ordinating their ac- 
tivities in conformity with consistent 
policies approved by the president.”

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a UNCLE RAY’S CORNER _| 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

From one of our adult readers, 
Mr. Clarence W. Lahde, comes a let- 
ter containing a question about the 
belt of trees which the United States 
government has decided to plant from 
the southern border of Canada to the 
panhandle of Texas. 

“How,” he asks, “will these trees 
make it rain?“ 

One thousand million trees (rather 
a good number!) are to be planted 
so as to form lines running north 
and south through the prairies. There 
is no promise that the trees will 
increase the total amount of rainfall 
in the United States; but they may 
increase the rain in certain places, 
and — it at times when it is great - 
4 tend to break the wind, and 
when they receive water from the 
soil they store it up to some extent. 
Roots of trees pick up ground water 
running beneath the surface. Such 
water may exist within a few feet 
of the surface several weeks after the 
last rain. 

Drawn up” through the roots. with 
minerals, the water forms e sap 
which passes toward the leaves where 
some of it is given to the air. A 
single large tree sometimes sends out 
enough vapor on a hot day to make 
twe or three gallons of water. By 
supplying the air with moisture dur- 
ing dry spells, trees may he expected 
to have some effect on the time and 
place of rainfall. 

Just as important, perhaps more 


important will be the blocking of 
winds. During this year's terrible 
drouth, dust storms did damage to 
pastures and other land, and gave un- 
leasant days to many a city. Great 
ines of trees will do much to halt 
the sweep of the winds. 

Winds tend to dry up whatever 
moisture there is in surface soil, and 
this is another reason why they should 
be blocked in regions which’ are, in 
danger of drouth. 

Another int comes to me from 
memories of travels through prairie 
states. Many a time, as my train 
has crossed 7 ee I agg — 
this thought: ow the people mu 
miss the beauty and the shade of 
trees! : 

As I glance through a window of 
the room in which I am writing these 
words. I see scores of trees. How I 
should miss them if they were not 
near! 

The great tree-planting project will 
not give trees to all parts of the 
prairies; but people in an area of 
more than a hundred thousand square

Building Trades Depart-| 


ment Refuses To Read- 
mit Three Unions. 


SAN FRANCISCO,. Sept. 28.—(#) 
Directly defying William Green, pres- 
ident, and the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
the building trades department of the 
A. F. of L. refused today to recon- 
sider its refusal to readmit three big 
international unions to membership in 
the division. 

Green, referring to the position of 
the building trades body as illegal, in- 
dicated the fight to force readmission 
of the three unions to the building 
trades department would be carried 
to the floor of the federation conven- 
tion which opens here Monday. 

This, the first major break in 
labor's ranks assembled for what lead- 
ers said would be a crucial gathering, 
occurred just after Green had arriv- 
ed and 1 the intention of 
the federation to point the way out of 
the unemployment situation. 


Effort Fruitless. 


Green went before the buildin 
trades convention in his fruitless ef- 
fort to have it undo yesterday's ac- 
tion by which the carpenters and join- 
ers, the bricklayers and the electrical 
workers unions were denied represen- 
tation in the department sessions. 

Pleading for readmission of the 
three unions, which have a member- 
ship of 400,000, Green pointed out 
the federation’s executive council had 
voted unanimously last June in favor 
of readmission. He warned the build- 
ing trades their refusal was in viola- 
tion of federation rules. 

A motion then was made to suspend 
the rules and refer the readmission 
question to a committee. It was voted 
down. 

Green bowed, smiled and left the 
floor. He hinted there would be action 
by the federation later. 

Withdrew Years Ago. 

The three unions withdrew from the 
building trades department several 
years ago. The department’s reaf- 
filiation committee held that there re- 
admission would disrupt department 
harmony and the convention upheld 
that position. 

Delegates representing . the team- 
sters, the marble workers, the operat- 
ing engineers and hod carriers unions 
left the department convention floor 
when the action was taken yesterday. 
They threatened to bolt but there was 
no further manifestation in this di- 
rection today. 

Green, in predicting the A. F. of 
L, will point the way out of the coun- 
try’s unemployment situation, said 
25,000,000 American workers were de- 
pending upon his organization to of- 
fer a remedy for unemployment “and 
to insist upon its being accepted and 
applied.” 

The 30-hour week, a wider distribu- 
tion of industry’s earnings through 
higher wages, the strengthening of the 
collective bargaining principle and oth- 
er social factors will be the federa- 
tion’s weapons against unemployment, 


he said.

Taking the Danger Out of 


the “Danger Hand” 
One of the first things the declarer 


should try to decide is which adver- 


sary hol the “danger hand” and 
how this adversary may be prevented 
from gaining the lead after establish- 
ing the setting tricks. One of the 
methods commonly used is to hold up 
a controlling card in this adversary's 
long suit until his partner has no card 
of that suit with which to put him in 
the lead. Another is to put the dan- 
ger hand in the lead, and thus de- 
prive him of an entry card, at any 
time when the lead can do him no 
good. Both methods are illustrated in 
the following hand: .

EASTERN AIR LINES 
MADE FIRST AIR 
BONDED CARRIER 


Eastern Air Lines, Inc., Friday an- 
nounced it has become a bonded car- 
rier under the customs laws of the 
United States, the first in this coun- 
try to qualify as such and the first 
air line in the world to be formally 
named a bonded carrier. The step, 
considered of unusual importance in 
air transport circles, gives the air line 
the following rights: 

oods coming into the country by 
air or steamship from any foreign 
nation can be transported via Eastern 
Air Lines under bond for delivery at 
any city where there is a customs 
house; (b) transport and export ship- 
ments, which are those passing through 
the United States, en route from one 
foreign nation to another foreign na- 
tion, may be flown in bond from the 
port of entry to the port of depar- 
ture. ‘ 

Until now there has been no air 
commerce through the United States 
of bonded. merchandise. All imports 
are bonded until they. are passed 
through customs and duty is paid 
or they are admitted duty free. ere 
have been many instances where swift 
air transport was desired for ship- ' 
ments, but slower surface travel had 
to be used because no air line was a

Here 
was a ball club good enough to set 
the pace through the greater part of 
1933, win a pennant, and then stop 
the Senators abruptly and decisively 
in four out of five games. 

Here was a ball club that picked 
up in April where it left off last Oc- 
tober to hammer out a seven-game 
lead over their main rivals, the Car- 
dinals, by September 6. 

Here was a ball club, ably man- 
aged, a ball club strongly fortified 
in every position, with a fine pitch- 
ing staff, smart and keen and certain- 
ly game enough. Yet this ball club 
suddenly turns from a world’s cham- 
pion outfit to a reeling, staggering 
delegation that blows game after game 
in every known way there is, finally 
dropping four out of five to the Braves 
hillies at the most critical sweep 
of the stretch, 

Facing a long stand at home, the 
whirlwind Giants suddenly turn into 
zephyrs, unable to break even in 
—— against many ball clubs far 

low their rank in playing strength. 

What happened? In the first place, 
the long illness of Roy Parmelee put 


an added strain, a heavier burden, on 
Carl Hubbell, Hal Schumacher and 
Fred Fitzsimmons. 

Hubbell especially had to carry a 
wearing load. Bull pen work finally 
takes its toll. 

I recall discussing the 1908 cam- 
paign with Christy Mathewson, waere 
the Giants blew an almost certain 


lead. 

“I finished the last two weeks of 
the season,” he said, “with an arm 
I could just about lift. It wasn’t 
sore. It was merely tired out. There 
was no spring left from hand to shoul- 
der.“ atty that season won cver 
30 ball games, saved a flock of oth- 
ers, and, in addition to this, had to 
be ready for a hurry relief call day 
after day. He was in no sha to 
ward off the assault of the Cubs in 
that famous play-off where Joe Tink- 
er's blast turned the tide. 


Other Reasons. 


Back in April, Babe Ruth felt cer- 
tain that Hubbell would not have a 
season to match his 1933 campaign. 

“The faster ball and the slight 
change in seams will make a differ- 
ence,” he said. “And you finally get 
used to timing that screw ball after 
you face it often enough.” 

Hubbell, a great pitcher, has had 
far more of a struggle this season 
than he had a year ago. 

But that is only part of the story. 
The Giants, through 1933, had one 
brief slump when they dropped seven 
straight games with Blondy Ryan out. 

That was a minor slump. _ This 
season, they had slipped safely by 
without a slump of any sort. But 
they were due. 

ey rarely get good enough to 
duck a slump in any game. The 
Giants were just about ready for the 
ax, mentally, physically and psycho- 
logically, swaying on the tight rope, 
when the two Deans set off the pow- 
der explosion a fortnight ago. 

They saw a lead of five and one- 
half games cut to three and one-half 
games within four hours and it was 
like a heavy punch that hits a tired 
fighter. 

Their two-year confidence was al- 
most completely wrecked in one brief 
September afternoon. They had heen 
hit where it hurt just about the time 
their reserve strength was exbausted. 

The long-delayed slump had come 
at the most critical point of the 
stretch, wih a dangerous rival roar- 
ing along from behind, moving up 
closer and closer day by day.

The cotton textile code authority 
has received and has given sympath- 
etic consideration to the report of the 


Winant board. 
In addition to finds and recommen-

he code authority has always wel- 
comed, and does now. welcome, con- 
structive: suggestions. It is. gratify- 
ing that the findings of the board sus- 
tain the position of the cotton textile 
industry as follows: 

(1) Working conditions in the in- 
dustry have been vastly improved un- 
der the code;. and t 

(2) Industry-wide collective bar- 

gaining with the United Textile Work- 
ers is not now feasible. . 
The Winant board further finds 
that the facts now available do not 
justify it in recommending any change 
in hours and wages. We feel that 
the Windnt board made a distinct 
contribution to this subject when it 
said: 

“It is not a question of protecting 
actual profits against the needs of 
workers for more adequate pay. The 
difficulty goes beyond this. rom such 
statistical information as is available 
to the board, it is apparent that the 
industry as a.whole is depressed and 
consumer demand has fallen off, and 
the fear has been expressed that any 
further increase in production costs 
at this time would further check sales, 
lessen production and react upon the 
workers in reduced employment.” 

We will willingly co-operate in the 
further study of the economic condi- 
tions of the industry recommended by 
the report, 

The report recommends an amend- 
ment to the code as to the methods 
of handling questions of work assign- 
ment. In view of this recommenda- 
tion the code authority has directed 
its committee on code amendment to 
request a conference with the ages 
dent or his representatives with re- 
spect to the provisions of the sug- 
gested amendment, and to make what 
it is believed the president will re- 
gard as constructive, suggestions:

In dealing with the problem of re- 
employment, however, it should 
borne in mind that this question is es- 
sentially interwoven with the entire 
industrial structure of the country and 
that the cotton textile business is not 
now engaged in profitable operation. 

It is hoped that the interruption of 
the business of many mills occasioned 
by the strike will not seriously delay 
re-employment. It is also hoped that 
a more general acceptance by the pub- 
lie of the present cost levels and an 
improvement in business conditions 
will make it possible for cotton mills 
generally to increase their activities.

Bugaboo of Cashless 
Winter for Farmers. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Bons. 28.— 
(UP) —A billion ar book! 

That is what farmers of six drouth 
states of the midwest are carrying 
around this fall. It is a bigger roll 
than they had last year and many 
times bigger than the one they had 
in 1932. And it is surprising to the 
farmers and the merchants. Be- 
eause of the terrifie drouth toll both 
classes had expected little cash in- 
come. : 

The states that are finding a healthy 
cash balance in the rural sections are 
Missouri, Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas. 

Figures compiled by experts place 
the combined income of the six states 
for 1934 at approximately $1,356,- 
422,000. The farm income for the 
same states in 1933 was $1,290,311,- 
000. Thus the “burned out” farmers 
will have approximately $66,000,000 
more to spend than they had in 1933. 

The reasons are higher prices now 
commanded. by farm products and the 
federal benefits from the AAA for 
crop reduction and the corn-hog pro- 
gram. Between the two many farm- 
ers will break ahead of last year, and 
because of the AAA benefits virtually 
all will have some cash. 

Of the states listed, Texas is the 
exception to the rule of greater in- 
come. While figures are incomplete 
and estimates subject to revision, state 
and private estimates indicate a 1934 
income of about $396,000,000, In 1933 
it was $443,326,000. 


Iowa's Income. 


Towa’s farm income will be approx 
mately $338,167,000, the total hel 
nicely by the $75,000,000 in corn-hog 
money now being distributed. The 
1933 income was $325,600,000. 


The income of Kansas farmers will 
be about $225,000,000, an increase of 
about $5,000,000 over last year. In 
Oklahoma an income of bout 3146. 
000,000 is anticipated,” contrasted 
with $122,755,000 in 1933. Nebraska 
will have about $170,000,000. Last 
year’s yields netted but $132,000,000. 
In Missouri an estimated farm income 
of 350,000,000 will top that of last 
year by approximately $4,000,000. 

The better times are reflected in 
bank clearings and bank deposits, 
which are up generally in most of the 
live stock and industrial centers of 
the six states. Merchants report the 
farmers are spending their money for 
needed supplies.
